CONTINUE FIGHT 


SHOCKED staff, pupils and governors of Llangedwyn Primary 
School have been urged to appeal against Tuesday’s decision 
to close it. 

While just a few miles down the road at Llanfechain it was celebration time 
after Powys County Council voted to keep the village school open. 

School governors were meeting at Llangedwyn last night, Wednesday, to dis¬ 
cuss their options as news spread of the council decision to close the village school 
and give a dramatic reprieve to under-threat Llanfechain Primary. 


Councillor Aled Davies said he was 
“appalled” at the decision of Powys 
County Council to stEirt formal consul¬ 
tation to close LlEmgedwyn Primary 
School. 

He ssdd he had been left feeling com¬ 
pletely shocked and surprised and 
would be encouraging the school to 
appeal the decision. He said: “As a IoceiI 
member I have always supported 
Llangedwyn school. The ethos of the 
school is second to none. 

“I just can’t understand the council’s 
decision to start formal consultation to 
close it. I will be encouraging and sup¬ 
porting the school to appeal to the 
Welsh Assembly.” 

Sarah Chandler, headteacher of the 
school, said: “We are very shocked at 
the decision and it has come as a bitter 
disappointment. 

“We sent letters out informing pEir- 
ents of the news yesterday. 

“Everyone at the school has worked 
tremendously hard to support this fan¬ 
tastic school and I would like to thank 
everyone for their help.” 

Debi Storey, chEdrman of governors, 
said they would be doing all they could 
to keep the school open. 

She said: “The school was placed on 
the closure threatened list eEirlier this 
yeEir after the council announced it was 
reviewing schools with fewer than 30 
pupils. 

“But we have 30 pupils and our num¬ 
bers are expected to rise. 

“The school is extremely baffled by 
the decision Emd we will be appealing 
against it.” 

Councillor Stephen Hayes, the coun-

cil’s cabinet member for schools, said: 
“The authority has been reviewing a 
number of smsill schools to make sure it 
is making the most efficient use of 
resources and providing a sustainable 
primary school structure. 

“We Eire facing a significant problem 
of surplus places.” 

It was a very different story at Llan¬ 
fechain where Leigh Kellaway, chair¬ 
man of governors, said he was 
overjoyed by the news. 

He said: “We would like to thank the 
members of the cabinet for making the 
right decision. 

“This has been a very difficult nine 
months for the children, parents, staff 
and governors of the school. 

“We have been overwhelmed by the 
way that the community has mobilised 
behind the school. 

“This was shown in the wonderful 
turnout we had at the meeting on Tues¬ 
day, by the attendance of public meet¬ 
ings, by the number of people who 
signed our petitions and joined our 
postal campaign. 

“We have just launched a breakfast 
club which has been a resounding suc¬ 
cess and we will soon launch a pre¬ 
school.” 

“We are determined that Llan¬ 
fechain Church in WEdes School will 
continue to thrive at the heEirt of the 
community,” he added. 

Councillor Tegwyn Jones said he was 
extremely pleased at the decision to 
keep the school open.

Conman 
jailed for 
dead child 
cash scam 

A CONMAN who tricked 
dozens of businesses into hand¬ 
ing over cash by telling them he 
was running a marathon in 
memory of his dead son has 
been jEdled for two yeEirs. 

Owen Fox Roswell, also 
known as Nicholas Slocombe, 
appesired at Shrewsbury Crown 
Court yesterday, where Judge 
Robin Onions jEdled him for 18 
months for 25 fraud chEirges 
relating to the sponsorship 
money and an additional six 
months for three charges of 
fraud after he ran off from 
guest houses without paying. 

The 28-yeEir-old approached 
businesses in Oswestry, 
Ellesmere and Leominster in 
February Emd March with the 
scEim, telling them he had a son, 
or on some occasions, twins, 
who had died from leukaemia. 

In total he gained £1,280 
through the scam, the court 
heEird. 

Roswell, of Newent Close, 
Shrewsbury, who had admitted 
the chsirges, sdso asked Judge 
Onions to take nine further 
offences of fraud into account, 
relating to taking money from 
businesses in Newtown, Powys, 
Chester Emd StEiffordshire. 

Judge Onions told Roswell: 
“This is a despicable case, 
where you have preyed on peo¬ 
ple with this story and they 
have handed you money out of 
the goodness of their heEirts. 

“They may now think twice 
before giving to charity and 
charities that collect for 
leukaemia may now be affected 
by people wEiry of this kind of 
crime. 

“You went into small busi¬ 
nesses and told them your son 
had died from Em illness which 
many young people do indeed 
suffer with.” 

He added: “This was a 
sophisticated crime and one 
you had taken time to concoct.”

Performance 

Board members thanked 
staff for their work towards 
gaining foundation trust 
status. 

The board was also told 
that the new-look trust had 
reported another strong 
monthly performance for 
August. 

Mrs Farrington Chadd 
said: “Demand for our ser¬ 
vices remains very high and 
we need to continue to 
improve our operational 
delivery of care, maintaining 
the highest quality for our 
patients - this will position 
us well to meet the increas¬ 
ing demand for our ser¬ 
vices.” 

A report revealed patient 
satisfaction remained high 
in August with 99.09 per 
cent of patients rating the 
trust as excellent or good. 

There were six complaints 
in August, with three 
regarding quality of care. 

The other three com¬ 
plaints related to patient 
waiting times.

CHANGES IN hospital services will improve 
the care people from the Oswestry and mid 
Wales area will receive, an NHS boss has 
said. 

Adam Cairns, chief executive of the Shrewsbury 
and Telford Hospitals’ Trust, reassured a meeting of 
Oswestry’s local joint committee cluster that the 
‘looking to the future’ changes were being brought in 
to ensure safe and high quality care. 

The proposals, due to be phased in between April 2012 
and 2014 include moving women’s and children’s services - 
including maternity - to the Princess Royal Hospital in 
Telford. Emergency adult surgery will be centred at the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital. 

St Martins’ councillor Neil Graham said people in the 
outlying areas already faced journeys to Shrewsbury of up 
to 40 minutes and said adding another 15-20 minutes to 
Telford was unacceptable. 

He asked why children’s and women’s services could not 
remain at Shrewsbury. 

Expensive 

Mr Cairns said that the current maternity unit at 
Shrewsbury would have to be replaced at a cost of £60-£65 
million at Shrewsbury. 

Relocating the services to the Princess Royal was far less 
expensive. 

“Mothers at low risk will still be able to have their babies 
in Shrewsbury or in Oswestry,” he said. 

He said there had been worries from parents of children 
with cancer, for whom rapid treatment was often needed. 

“We are cutting our ‘door to needle’ treatment time from 
60 to 45 minutes for childhood cancer treatment to take 
account of the longer travel time for some people.” 

Councillor Graham said it was now even more important 
that people from the Oswestry area could opt to have their 
treatment at the Maelor Hospital in Wrexham. 

“The Maelor is after all only 11 miles away, far nearer 
than Shrewsbury or Telford,” he said. 

Mr Cairns stressed that a children’s assessment centre 
would remain in Shrewsbury, open 13 hours a day and said 
no child would be turned away from A and E in Shrewsbury 
after that time. 

“We are making the changes because we believe it is the 
only way to continue to ensure safe and high quality care for 
all our patients, ensure we have enough staff in the right 
place at the right time with the right skills to deliver our ser¬ 
vice and that our buildings and facilities are safe, modern 
and fit for purpose.” 



THE SALE of the Lake Vyrnwy Estate by 
Severn Trent Water has taken a dramatic 
twist after Mid-Wales Housing Associa¬ 
tion threatened to pull out. 

Recent rumours suggested that the 
association was the only bidder for the 
properties but that the amount offered 
was unacceptable. 

The association has now confirmed 
that it is considering withdrawing that 
offer. 

The association’s chief executive, 
Shane Perkins said: “The association has 
been committed to supporting the com¬ 
munity ever since the announcement of 
the sale well over a year ago. 

“We made it clear that we would be pre¬ 
pared to not only purchase the homes, 
but invest significantly in bringing them 
up to meet the Welsh Housing Quality 
Standard. 

“Our bid was based upon an analysis of 
the affordable rental income and the 
likely cost of investment. However, it has 
been made clear to us that our offer is not 
acceptable, and that Lot 4 will now be 
broken up and disposed of differently.” 

The association reaffirmed its wish to 
assist the community to retain the homes 
as affordable housing for local people, but 
felt that the changes to the details of the 
sale, together with the passage of time 
question the viability of its offer. 

“We have advised Severn Trent Water 
that our offer remains open for a further 
month, but that after October, we can 
give no assurances to them or the com¬ 
munity that we will be able to acquire any 
of the properties. 

“There are other critical housing needs 
in Mid-Wales, and we cannot tie up scarce 
resources indefinitely, if there is no role 
for us in Llanwddyn.”

PEOPLE LIVING in and around Oswestry have 
been urged to use the town’s new leisure cen¬ 
tre, which opened this weekend. 

The building opened its doors on Saturday with 
hundreds turning out to tour its new facilities. 

Swimmers were also able to use the two pools free of 
charge over the weekend. 

Shropshire Council’s cabinet member for leisure Steve 
Charmley, said he was delighted that the building was 
finally open. 

Oswestry Borough Council first mooted the scheme 
almost a decade ago and voted it through before the council 
was closed until local government reorganisation. 

Building work was stopped overnight 18 months ago 
when the original builder, Frank Gallier Ltd, went into liq¬ 
uidation. The structure was mothballed for six months until 
a new construction company - Graham Construction - was 
appointed. 

Extremely busy 

Councillor Charmley, said: “It is a great relief to see the 
leisure centre finally open. ” 

“Saturday’s open day was extremely busy. We were very 
pleased with the number of people who arrived to have a 
look round and also by the response we had from sports 
clubs and organisations. 

“Many groups put on exhibitions and displays during the 
day, we were delighted with the support that the open day 
had.” 

“I talked to dozens of people during the day and did not 
have one negative response. 

“Everyone said how wonderful the new building looked 
and how good the facilities were.” 

“The building really is cathedral like. You forget how 
huge the building is under you are inside. 

“There is so much natural light, it is a wonderful new 
facility for Oswestry.” 

“I would now urge people to use our new Leisure Centre. 
Whether families or individual come along to enjoy the new 
pool, whether you join the gym or whether you are an organ¬ 
isation interested in booking a court, we need to ensure the 
leisure centre is busy and successful.” 

Councillor Charmley said he was relieved that after the 
hold-ups the leisure centre, off Shrewsbury Road, was now 
finally open. 

“We now have the Oswestry Olympics to look forward to 
next year,” he said.

I think many of the villagers were resigned to 
the fact that their school was doomed but that makes the 
blow no easier to take.

Warning 
over rise 
in party 
drug use 


POLICE IN Mid Wales are 
warning parents that 
schoolchildren across the 
region are experimenting 
with party drug 
mephedrone. 

Inspector Paul Williams of 
Dyfed-Powys Police said he 
was worried that the num¬ 
ber of people taking the dan¬ 
gerous drug had shot up. 

He is urging parents to be 
vigilant for signs youngsters 
are experimenting with 
recreational drugs after it 
emerged that use of illegal 
‘club drugs’ is increasing. 

Mephedrone - a man¬ 
made stimulant known to 
clubbers as meow meow or 
M-cat - was sold as a legal 
high in the UK until last 
year. 

It was made illegal after it 
was linked to 25 UK deaths 
among youngsters. 

The drug, which was ini¬ 
tially marketed as a plant 
fertiliser, comes in tablets or 
a powder and produces simi¬ 
lar effects to ecstasy, 
amphetamines and cocaine. 

Inspector Williams said: 
“It’s seen by some as a party 
drug but it’s dangerous. Side 
effects can include paranoia, 
anxiety and palpitations, 
while two deaths nationwide 
have been linked to it. 

“What I’m hoping to do is 
make parents in particular 
aware that this drug is out 
there and for youngsters to 
be educated about its harm¬ 
ful side effects.” 

Home Office figures sug¬ 
gest that the number of 16 to 
19-year-olds experimenting 
with the drug in England 
and Wales has shot up. The 
latest British Crime Survey 
estimates that around 
300,000 - or 4.4 per cent of - 
16 to 24-year-olds used 
mephedrone between April 
2010 and March 2011. 

Chief Superintendent 
Steven Mears of Dyfed- 
Powys Police said fewer 
young people were taking 
heroin but were taking new 
drugs like meow meow.

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Academy 
bid by 
school set 
to close 

CAMPAIGNERS ARE back¬ 
ing plans to seek academy sta¬ 
tus for Ifton Heath Primary 
School, claiming it was the 
“only option left” to save it. 

Shropshire Council’s cabi¬ 
net yesterday approved plans 
to close the St Martins pri¬ 
mary school despite pleas to 
keep it open. 

Under the move its pupils 
will move to a new merged all- 
through school at the vil¬ 
lage’s Rhyn Park Secondary 
School. Shropshire Council 
officers said the move would 
safeguard Rhyn Park and 
save money through “signifi¬ 
cant economies of scale.” 

But campaigners say a bid 
by the school to win academy 
status, which would free it 
from local authority control, 
was now the way forward. 

St Martins parish council¬ 
lor Neil Graham said he was 
“disappointed but not sur¬ 
prised” by the decision. He 
said: “I felt it was cut and 
dried from the start and I do 
believe academy status is the 
best path for Ifton Heath 
now. It is the only option left 
to save it now.” 

Nicola Bradley, head of 
Ifton Heath, said the school 
was progressing with a bid to 
the Department for Educa¬ 
tion. She said: “We are seek¬ 
ing to move to academy status 
working in partnership with 
The Marches School and oth¬ 
ers. We are very excited by 
the collaboration.” 

Julian Cattley, chairman of 
governors claimed that clos¬ 
ing the school would mean it 
would take years to re-estab¬ 
lish a similar project at the 
new all-through school. 

Operation

A TWO-DAY crime blitz by 
police in Mid Wales has 
resulted in more than 30 
arrests for offences from drug 
possession to diesel theft.

'Use it, don’t lose it' 
plea over post office

PEOPLE ARE being urged to 
use their new post office ser¬ 
vice so it can stay in the village 
for years to come. 

St Martins’ new post office, inside 
Stans Superstore, in Overton Road, was 
officially opened on Friday by North 
Shropshire MP Owen Paterson. 

The village service closed in January 
forcing residents to travel to Oswestry, 
Gobowen or Ellesmere for a post office. 

But thanks to the village’s supermar¬ 
ket it has returned with the added 
bonus of longer opening hours. 

St Martins parish councillor Judy 
Birkett said: “It is absolutely terrific 
that we have a post office and I am sure 
it will be well used. I urge people to use 
the new service. People need to use it so 
we don’t lose it.” 

Parish councillor John Sands said he 
was pleased to see it back in the village. 

He said: “We use it every week to get 
our pension. After the other one closed 
we had to go to Ellesmere. I urge as 
many people as possible to use it.” 

The return of the service also means 
two workers, who have 45 years’ worth 
of experience collectively, can keep 
their jobs. 

Andrew Faulks, Stans owner, said: 
“The added bonus of the post office is 
that it is open the same hours as the 
store. It is open 12 hours a day and on 
Sundays. 

“We would like to see many people 
come to use it. It is here to stay.” 

Court's final day 

OSWESTRY’S county court closed its 
doors for the last time on Friday as part 
of the government spending cuts, which 
have already seen the closure of magis¬ 
trates’ courts in Oswestry, Ludlow and 
Market Drayton this year. 

Shrewsbury Magistrates Court will 
initially run some county court hearings 
for three days a week, reducing to two 
days a week from April 2012.

Bid to cut under-age 
drinking faces review 


A PILOT project to combat under-age 
drinking in Oswestry is set to end this 
month but officials believe its mes¬ 
sage could continue into the future. 

The first official meeting of the 
group Oswestry Community Alcohol 
Partnership (Os-CAP) was held in 
May. The pilot scheme is set to finish 
soon when Shropshire Council offi¬ 
cials will review it and decide on its 
future. 

Over the past four months the 
group, which includes members of 
the Police, Pubwatch, Shropshire 
Council and supermarkets, has seen 
people patrol the streets, carry out 
under-age test purchases and hold 


self esteem sessions. Shropshire 
Councillor Vince Hunt said the initia¬ 
tive was good for the town and was a 
great way to get people to work 
together. 

He said: “I think that Os-CAP has 
added significant value to the Oswes¬ 
try area. I hope it does continue.” 

Frances Darling, trading standards 
manager with Shropshire Council 
and Chair of Oswestry Community 
Alcohol Partnership, said: “The pro¬ 
ject will reach the end of this period in 
October when it will be evaluated to 
look at its success in reducing the 
crime, anti-social behaviour and 
harm caused by under-age drinking.”

MONTGOMERYSHIRE MP 
Glyn Davies is backing calls to 
raise the maximum speed limit 
on motorways and dual car¬ 
riageways to 80 mph. 

He claims that a change in the legal 
limit will not increase speeds more than 
marginally, but will greatly reduce the 
incidence of illegal driving and respect 
for the law 

Mr Davies said he accepts that maxi¬ 
mum speeds in urban areas should con¬ 
tinue to be restricted as now, and 
reduced in some cases. 

He was commenting on the announce¬ 
ment by the Secretary of State for Trans¬ 
port that a change in maximum speed on 
motorways in being considered. 

Mr Davies, who travels around 800 
miles per week said: “The 70 mph maxi¬ 
mum speed on motorways was set 50 
years ago. Our cars have been trans¬ 
formed in reliability, safety and fuel effi¬ 
ciency over the last half century. 

“In my opinion it would be sensible to 
introduce pilot schemes where the max¬ 
imum speed limit on motorways would 
be raised to 80mph. The reality is that 
reusing the limit to 80mph would make 
little difference, except to greatly reduce 
the number of drivers breaking the law, 
and increase respect for the law. 

“I fully accept that there should be 
pilot projects to reassure people that 
there will not be an increase in traffic 
accidents. I also believe there should be 
more enforcement of speeding offences 
by lorries, and tighter restrictions in 
urban areas.”

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Disabled 
travel is 
branded a 
'scandal' 

MONTGOMERYSHIRE 
ASSEMBLY member, Russell 
George, has said it is a “scandal” 
that disabled people in Wales 
face a second-class system of 
travel, which was stifling their 
freedom and independence. 

And in a stern address to fel¬ 
low AM’s at the Welsh Assem¬ 
bly, Mr George said that one 
local electric wheelchair user 
told him that crossing Welsh¬ 
pool station’s disability bridge 
was ‘akin to skiing down the 
Alps.’ 

Mr George said it was the 
responsibility of all politicians 
to ensure disabled people had 
both the opportunity and ability 
to lead more independent lives 
and, for many people, the acces¬ 
sibility of public transport was 
one of the greatest challenges 
faced on a daily basis. 

He said: “It is quite incredible 
that only eight per cent of rail¬ 
way stations in Wales are dis¬ 
abled friendly - that is just 16 
out of 220 railway stations that 
have wheelchair access to the 
platform, accessible toilets and 
wheelchair access to the train. 

“In Montgomeryshire, a 
number of railway stations are 
inaccessible to people who are 
disabled. 

“Even in those stations that 
are deemed to have reasonable 
access, like Welshpool which 
has had a set of ramps installed 
in recent years, the gradient of 
the ramps are so steep that they 
can’t be negotiated without con¬ 
siderable help. 

“One constituent told me that 
she could not even make the 
crossing in her powerful electric 
wheelchair and that it was akin 
to ‘skiing down the Alps’. 

“There is no getting away 
from it, we as politicians must 
do better.”

warning 

HOUSEHOLDERS IN the 
Welshpool area have been 
urged by Mid & West Wales 
Fire and Rescue Service to 
get their electric blankets 
checked after it was revealed 
1,000 fires a year are caused 
by faulty blankets. 

The fire service held a free 
test day in Welshpool to try 
and cut down on the number 
of house fires. 

Andy Grove, community 
safety officer, said: “Mid & 
West Wales Fire and Rescue 
Service has organised events 
over coming weeks where 
people can bring their elec¬ 
tric blankets along and get 
them looked over. 

“About 60 per cent of 
blankets brought to similar 
events last year failed the 
tests. It is very important 
that electric blankets are 
tested, especially if you have 
had the blanket for a num¬ 
ber of years. 

“Electric blankets can 
potentially have life threat¬ 
ening faults such as defec¬ 
tive overheat protection and 
wires that have become 
exposed due to wear and 
tear. Although figures show 
faults are more common in 
older blankets, problems can 
still occur by misusing mod¬ 
ern designed blankets.

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Heirloom 
sparks a 
search for 
relatives 

THE DISCOVERY of a family 
heirloom has led to a cross-bor¬ 
der search for long lost relatives 
of a Welshpool war hero. 

Graham Reese died of expo¬ 
sure in the trenches of the Dard- 
enelles back in November 1915, 
and his name is etched on the 
War Memorial in Lytham as well 
as the Liverpool Roll of Honour. 

Prior to his country’s call he 
was a bacon cutter and was 
drafted into the army at the age 
of 2 9, being killed just over a year 
later. 

But it was the discovery of Gra- 
ham’s bronze death plaque, 
which was presented to the next 
of kin and is more commonly 
known as the dead man’s penny, 
that uncovered the family’s 
Welsh roots. 

Since then relative Catherine 
Yates, has been digging to find 
out more information which has 
led her search to Welshpool. 

“Graham was the son of 
George and Emma Reese of 
Mount St. Welshpool. He had two 
sisters - Alice Mary and Char¬ 
lotte. In the 1911 Census George 
Reese was an Inn Keeper at The 
Dragon on Mount Street,” she 
said. 

“Graham was married to Eliza 
who was the sister of Margaret 
Griffiths, my husband’s grand¬ 
mother.” 

Graham’s Welshpool link was 
discovered when Catherine read 
a newspaper report on his death 
which mentioned the Mont¬ 
gomeryshire town. She now 
wants to continue her search and 
has asked for information from 
local residents or historians. 

“Newspaper articles have con¬ 
firmed that Graham was born at 
Nursery Cottage, Powis Castle,” 
Catherine added.

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Shock at 
speeding 
outside 
school 

A SPEED SURVEY outside 
Llangedwyn Primary School 
logged dozens of drivers 
breaking the speed limit with 
five driving so fast they were 
stopped and penalised, its 
headteacher said. 

One driver was travelling 
through the 30mph limit out¬ 
side the school at 50mph, 
headteacher Sarah Chandler 
said. Pupils joined police and 
a road safety officer to log 
speeds after they had raised 
concerns about the way 
motorists were driving past 
their school. 

Miss Chandler said: “A 
police officer, community 
support officer and road 
safety officer spent about an 
hour and a half carrying out 
speed checks on the road. 

“They were helped by 
eight of our older children, 
some of whom had arrived at 
school before 8am to take 
part,” she said. 

“Several cars were logged 
as travelling above 30mph. 
Five were going so fast that 
they were stopped and the 
drivers given penalty points 
and either a fine or the 
chance to take a speed aware¬ 
ness course. 

“We asked each one if the 
children could talk to them 
and only one was brave 
enough to agree. Our chil¬ 
dren asked him why he was 
driving so fast and told him 
that if there had been an acci¬ 
dent they could have been 
killed. We only have a hedge 
and fence between the road 
and the playground. 

“I was really quite shocked 
at what a problem it was. 
Traditionally there was not a 
speed limit on the road then a 
40mph limit was introduced 
which was reduced to 
30mph.”

DEATH RATES on Shropshire’s roads are at their lowest since the 
1990s - but Powys is one of the worst areas for accidents in the UK, a 
new interactive road safety map has shown. 

Road Safety Analysis has developed an interactive map so that local authorities and dri¬ 
vers can compare areas for road safety. The map shows how many people were killed or seri¬ 
ously injured in each county between 2005 and 2009. 

And its latest figures show that in Powys four times as many people died than in areas 
across the UK including Plymouth, East Dunbartonshire and Torfaen, South Wales. 

Casualties on Welsh roads are currently at the lowest rate since records began, but in Mid 
Wales the number of fatalities rose by nearly 25 per cent between 2008 and 2009. In Powys, 

16 people died on the roads in 2009, up from 13 the previous year. Statistics also show that 
there were 104 fatal or serious injury accidents in the county in 2007 and 106 in 2006. 

In Shropshire and Worcestershire where figures are collated together, 47 people were 
killed on the roads in 2010, compared to an average of 97 between 1994 and 1998. 

Vicki Bristow, from the West Mercia Police Safety Roads Partnership, added: “It’s 
encouraging that the number of people killed and seriously injured on our roads continues 
to fall.However, any number of deaths or injuries on our roads is unacceptable and more 
must to be done to continue the good work and ensure our roads are safer for all.” 

Sarah Ceri Morris, Powys 
County Council’s senior road 
safety officer, added: 

“From these statistics it 
seems young motorists, aged 

17 to 25, who have only held 
a licence for a short time, are 
listening to the message.” 

Richard Owen, director of 
the Road Safety Analysis 
site, said the map showed a 
‘worrying discrepancy’ in 
the level of risk between 
regions. 

He added: “Road users in 
some areas experience con¬ 
siderably higher risk from 
road traffic crashes than oth¬ 
ers who might be living just 
over the border. 

“With the help of this sort 
of information, local author¬ 
ities can develop a much bet¬ 
ter understanding of the 
risks experienced by their 
residents and road users, 
helping them to address the 
inequalities that many peo¬ 
ple are experiencing.” 


Call for council to 
fund taxi marshals 

TAXI MARSHALS and illuminating Oswestry’s dark alley- 
ways would make the town a safer place at night it has been 
claimed. Town councillor, Paul Milner, joined police officers 
on a busy night shift in Oswestry and said he had been 
impressed with the success of a pilot taxi marshalling scheme. 

But he said more money was needed to keep the Shropshire 
Council initiative running. 

Marshals working close to pubs and clubs in Willow Street 
ensure people who haven’t booked taxis find one quickly. 

Councillor Milner, who was with officers from 10pm until 
4am said: “I have never been around the town at 3am in the 
morning. It was good to be a bystander, it was an interesting 
night. The taxi marshals do a good job. They get people off the 
streets fast and it stops people causing trouble. It also gets the 
young women into taxis fast. I would like to see the mar¬ 
shalling stay and everyone I spoke to, the taxi drivers and the 
police, would like to see it stay as well.” 

He is now going to call on the town council to look at 
whether it can find funding to carry on with the scheme. He 
said alleyways such as one in Cross Street should be lit at night 
and said taxi drivers had requested more parking bays.

PLANS FOR a caravan holiday park near Oswestry have 
sparked protests from the British Horse Society. 

The society is concerned that the development would affect access to 
‘extremely important’ bridleway routes. 

Developer DW Dulson Ltd says its plans to transform land at Gledrid Farm 
will bring a huge boost to the area’s economy, creating eight jobs and pump¬ 
ing tens of thousands of pounds into the Oswestry area. 

The firm is planning to create a 64-pitch holiday park which at its height 
would be able to accommodate a total of254 people. But several residents have 
lodged objections to Shropshire Council over the proposal. 

And the British Horse Society have written a letter of representation to the 
council with its concerns. Zia Robbins from the society said the group was par¬ 
ticularly concerned that the plans could affect riders’ access to routes around 
the proposed development site. 

Mrs Robbins said in the letter to the council: “These routes are extremely 
important to equestrians and other non-motorised users, including disabled 
users, as they are relatively traffic free. Gipsey Lane, the unclassified county 
road which passes from the main road opposite to the Poacher’s Pocket pub 
and then under the A5, is an 
extremely important leisure 
route used to link quiet lanes 
in the west to routes in the 
east. This important route 
must be maintained as an 
open through lane, with no 
obstructions.” 

Planning papers lodged on 
behalf of the applicant said 
the farmland would be used 
to form a touring caravan 
park and redundant farm 
buildings would be converted 
to create four holiday lets. 

Showers, toilets, laundry, 
reception and shop and a 
recreation room would also 
be provided to capitalise on 
the need for tourist beds in 
the Oswestry area and the 
growing popularity of cara¬ 
van holidays. 

The applicant’s planning 
papers added: “The tourist 
spend would be a direct gain 
to the immediate area bene¬ 
fiting tourist attractions, 
shops, public houses, restau¬ 
rants and filling stations.” 

Shropshire Council hopes 
to determine the bid this 
month. 


Local authors 
solve mysteries 
of the tramway 

SOME OF the mysteries surrounding the his¬ 
tory of a tramway on the Shropshire border 
have been solved in a new book. 

Oswestry-born authors John Milner and 
Beryl Williams have teamed up to write Rails 
to Glyn Ceiriog. After years of research the 
authors unveil the history of the Glyn Valley 
Tramway (GVT) from 1857-1903. 

Mr Milner’s interest in railways began 
when he worked at Cambrian Railways in the 
town as a youngster. He was then encouraged 
by Oswestry librarian Henry Jones to delve 
into industrial history to learn more. 

He said: “My earliest research notebook for 
the book was in 1952 from when I was still at 
school in Oswestry.” 

He claims the book has managed to verify or 
disprove many links in the story of GVT, 
which in the past had just been speculation.

But she now says she 
has given up the fight. 

Mrs Jones said she 
respected college principal 
Andrew Tyley and “all those 
who teach at the college”. 

She added: “I realise that 
teaching is not an easy job in 
2011 .”

February 
date for 
pylon plan 
decision 

THE COMPANY behind 
controversial plans which 
could see dozens of electric¬ 
ity pylons built in Shrop¬ 
shire and the Mid Wales 
countryside will reveal its 
decision on a preferred route 
by February next year. 

ScottishPower intends to 
connect at least 10 planned 
windfarms to a proposed 
substation in north Powys. 

The firm said more than 
2,000 people had responded 
to its consultation process 
and they were now working 
through the comments. 

Up to 3,000 people 
attended 28 public events 
staged by ScottishPower 
earlier this year on plans to 
connect 700MW-plus of new 
renewable energy genera¬ 
tion from 10 proposed wind- 
farms in Mid Wales. 

The company asked for 
opinions on a number of cor¬ 
ridors between 0.5km and 
4.0km wide for the required 
132kV connections, taking 
into account National Grid’s 
consultation on two poten¬ 
tial sites for a hub substa¬ 
tion, where the power lines 
would connect in to. 

Two sites - at Abermule, 
near Newtown, and Cefn 
Coch, near Llanfair Caerein- 
ion - have been suggested. 

Steven Edwards, Scottish¬ 
Power Energy Networks 
project manager, said: “Over 
2,000 people have put their 
views forward, and we will 
be working through all of the 
feedback to ensure that the 
comments will be considered 
as part of our future plans.” 

Once a preferred route 
has been found, the com¬ 
pany will begin a second 
round of public consulta¬ 
tions in February 2012.

The 26-year-old says she loves her job working for 
Seventh Sense, in Oswestry, which has seen her 
mingling with stars and given the chance to travel to 
places including Las Vegas and France. 

She is also one of the organisers for Osfest, the 
three day music festival which has been held in the 
showground, at Park Hall, for the past three years. 

She helped to recruit chart-topping acts for the 
event including Example, Tinchy Stryder, The 
Boomtown Rats, Fake That, Missing Andy, From

yet and it was estimated up to 5,000 revellers 
attended and ticket sales were higher than ever.

A UNIQUE Shropshire training centre is 
playing a key role in producing the teach¬ 
ers of the future and is well on its way to 
becoming a centre of excellence. 

Lecturers at Marches Training, which is based 
within Oswestry’s Marches secondary school, say 
their masters programme in teaching and learning 
has become increasingly popular with people 
throughout Shropshire. 

The training programme this week welcomed its 
third cohort of students on the masters programme. 

Bosses say the course, which is linked to the Uni¬ 
versity of Chester, is strengthening year on year and 
now recruits students from across Shropshire. 

When the course began three years ago, the first 
group of students was predominantly Marches School 
staff. 

The following year saw the group grow massively 
with students joining from across Shropshire. 

And as the course now enters its third year, 19 stu¬ 
dents have embarked on the programme. 

Peter Jones, training manager, said: “We are at an 
exciting stage in our development as a centre of excel¬ 
lence for training. 

Accessible 

“We are able to provide a wide range of courses that 
are accessible to the community and farther afield 
and welcome approaches from anyone who would like 
to discuss future training needs with us.” 

The group also works in partnership with Chester 
University on the Work Based and Integrative Stud¬ 
ies Programme. 

The programme offers students the opportunity to 
study a personalised degree and the only requirement 
to enrol on the course is that the student is currently 
engaged in a paid or voluntary working role. 

Bosses say at £450 per module the course is much 
cheaper than enrolling at a university and provides 
people with the opportunity to gain a degree qualifi¬ 
cation locally, in Oswestry, whilst continuing with 
their employment. 

Marches Training business development manager 
Kate Aspinall said the work based programme was a 
ground-breaking venture. 

She said: “When we started it at Easter we were the 
only school in England to offer it and it is aimed at

people who can’t afford to go to university but want 
to develop their skills. 

“They can train with us while still working which 
helps our students a lot.” 

The training school also runs bespoke training ses¬ 
sions that may be of interest to local businesses and 
individuals.

Qmtingency 
plans put in 
place ahead of 
day of action 

BOSSES AT Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital are making preparations now 
to ensure it runs as normal during a 
huge day of action by some of the UK’s 
largest public sector unions. 

Ruth Tyrrell, associate director of 
human resources, at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital said hundreds of 
members of staff were members of 
unions who were planning a mass 
protest on November 30. 

She told Thursday’s hospital trust 
board meeting: “We have about 400 
members of staff who are members of 
Unison and Unite. 

“I understand they are getting ready 
for ballot for the day of action. 

“We don’t know yet what that action 
will be. 

“I could be purely a protest or it could 
be a type of work to rule, we just don’t 
know. 

“We are making plans now. I am 
attending a contingency planning meet¬ 
ing next week to discuss it.” 

Union bosses have warned workers 
including police, firefighters, health 
employees, teachers and prison officers 
could take part in the day of action over 
the continuing public sector pension 
row. 

The November 30 action and poten¬ 
tial walk-out has been described as 
“unprecedented” in scale. 

Orthopaedic trust board members 
asked to be kept up to date with the sit¬ 
uation. 

The board was also told that a new 
drive would be launched to ensure as 
many nursing staff as possible stay 
clear of sickness this winter. 

Members of the board heard hospital 
chiefs would be launching a major win¬ 
ter flu campaign to encourage staff to 
take up the offer of flu vaccines. 

And the meeting was told the hospital 
is winning its fight to tackle levels of 
staff sickness. 

New figures showed sickness absence 
levels decreased to 3.08 per cent after a 
campaign to cut down on absence. That 
figure was just above the 2011/12 target 
of three per cent, the board heard.

THEY SAY that a week is a 
long time in politics. But what 
about 10 years in the life of a 
town? 

Today we bring you some scenes 
from Oswestry through pictures 
taken in 2001 which, depending 
on how old you are, will either 
seem just like yesterday, or ages 
ago. 

First stop in our stuttering time 
machine (well, it did only get us 10 
years back), is Beatrice Street. 

The exact date is Saturday, Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 2001. 

The building which will catch the 
eye is the Old Fighting Cocks on the 
left. 

It is one of the town’s oldest build¬ 
ings and a rare black and white sur¬ 
vivor of a great fire which ravaged 
the town a few hundred years ago. 

As the name implies, it was once a

pub, but appears to have closed 
many years ago - about 1960 is one 
estimate, but let us know if you 
know better - and has since seen a 
variety of uses. 

Then we come to The Bailey Head, 
pictured on the same day. 

As you can see, there’s a market in 
progress, although it doesn’t appear 
that busy. 

On the left is the Guildhall, and in 
the centre is Powis Hall - not the 
Powis Hall that you may see on old 
photographs, but a modern recon¬ 
struction. 

A plaque on the building explains: 
“The Powis Hall was reconstructed 
by the Corporation of Oswestry and 
reopened on Wednesday, 11th Sep¬ 
tember, 1963, by Col. the Rt. Hon. 
The Earl of Powis, C.B.E., T.D., 
D.L., whose predecessor gave the 


original building to the town in 
1839.” 

Lastly we bring you a view over 
the car park which was created on 
the site of Oswestry’s old cattle mar¬ 
ket. 

This particular picture of the Cen¬ 
tral Car Park was taken in about 
October 2001, so is more or less 
exactly 10 years old. 

With 550 spaces (unless things 
have changed since), it is the biggest 
in the town. 

The change from a cattle market 
to a car park came in 1969. 

The town centre cattle market 
was considered too small and closed 
when, on January 15 that year, the

THE GRASS underfoot was wet with dew. I 
placed each step with the utmost precision; no 
dry twigs, no patch of gravel.

Inside the CX-7 standard features include 
leather seats, climate control, cruise control, 
electric windows, powered driver’s and front pas¬ 
senger’s heated seats, a bespoke BOSE® pre¬ 
mium surround sound audio system with 6-CD 
autochanger and nine speakers, plus integrated 
satellite navigation and Bluetooth® technology. 

Within its dramatically styled body, the Mazda 
CX-7 has generous space for five occupants, while 


the sports utility-style rear seat functionality and 
generous boot space makes this Mazda an ideal 
vehicle for multi-activity lifestyles. 

The steering wheel now includes more control 
buttons and the instrument cluster in front of 
the driver gets new dials with a three-dimen¬ 
sional look. Stretching across the dashboard is a 
redesigned double-roof hood rising in the middle 
to make room for a multi-information display. 

Since its launch in 2007, the CX-7 has steadily 
gained in popularity winning 15 automotive 
awards. 

The Mazda CX-7 is a practical and roomy vehi¬ 
cle that meets the needs of various lifestyles in a 
sporty and sophisticated way. There’s a quieter 
cabin, improved ease-of-use and a long list of 
standard and available equipment for a refined 
driving experience. 

And there’s also performance to match appear¬ 
ance with 0-62mph in 11.3seconds and a top 
speed of 124mph. 

I did find the gearshift a bit tricky and was still 
finding the wrong number even after a week 
behind the wheel. It also took a little time to 
appreciate the all-wheel drive system with a few 
early touches of over-steer. 

C02 emissions are high at 199g/km which will 
mean high company car tax rates but I think this 
is more of a multi-function vehicle than for the 
company man.

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Plenty of passion from 
Mercedes SIS Roadster

SOME people say German cars have 
no passion or emotion, but they’ve 
clearly never met this beast. 

The Mercedes SLS AMG Roadster is the 
soft-top version of the SLS AMG Coupe, 
which you might know better as the safety 
car at Formula 1 races. 

It was a big decision for Mercedes to make a con¬ 
vertible SLS, because it automatically had to lose 
the Coupe’s star feature; ‘gullwing’ doors that 
hinge at the top, like on the iconic 1950s Mercedes 
300 SL, or the DeLorean in Back To The Future. 

Open-top driving has an allure all of its own, 
though.

One of the key reasons convertibles make such 
involving sports cars is that you can hear the 
engine and exhaust so clearly, and this engine 
really needs to be on your list of things to experi¬ 
ence. 

Forget swimming with dolphins - this is the kind 
of thing that stays with you, especially when the 
thunderous clamour coming from the exhaust is 
bouncing straight back off walls and cliffs into your 
heart as you climb your way into the French Alps. 

The noise is like nothing else. It’s a sensory atom 
bomb that shoots down every nerve in your body 
and makes you wonder why you ever spent any of 
your time doing anything other than charging up 
and down the Roadster’s gears. 

It’s also quite lively, stepping ever so slightly 
sideways on exiting a corner under power before 
digging in and firing itself off down the road with 
the kind of shocking intensity only supercars can 
deliver. It’s a truly intoxicating car to drive. 

It’s not all passion, though; there’s a bit of fid¬ 
dling to be done before the SLS Roadster can be 
unleashed. At one end of the automatic gearbox’s 
four settings there’s comfort, for quieter driving 
and generally respectful motoring. 

Aggressive 

Then by degrees, sport, sport plus and manual 
increase the power available, the speed of the gear 
changes and the ferocity with which they’re made, 
along with a fair degree of popping and banging 
from the exhaust by the time you get to manual. 
The suspension also has three settings, from high¬ 
est comfort to most aggressive. 

It’s a car that’s quite sensitive to driving styles. 
There’s noticeable lateral weight transfer which 
can make the car feel cumbersome in fast left- 
right-left turns, for example, and it generally 
responds best to a ‘slow in, fast out’ style of driving 
rather than trying to achieve maximum corner 
speed. 

The manual gearbox mode gives the driver the 
most control, but not quite enough. 

A flick of the right-hand paddle on the advice of 
the gear shift lights won’t change up a gear before 
the engine hits its rev limiter. 

The system isn’t as quick or intuitive as some, 
but like with the need to tailor your driving style, 
it’s the kind of flaw that makes the car that bit 
more appealing because you have to bond with it

to get the best from it. It’s not such good 
news inside the cabin. 

The leather trim is lovely and the 
seats are just right for a continent¬ 
crossing sports car, but the everyday 
items are disappointing. 

Most of the switchgear is taken 
straight from Mercedes cars much 
lower down the range. 

Even the key could be from an A- 
class, and potential SLS owners might 
object to the interior’s lack of a ‘special’ 
feeling. 

On the outside, the available matt 
finishes such as Arctic w hite are stun¬ 
ning and really do stand out. Just don’t 
take it through a car wash, because 
you’ll ruin it. 

If for some other reason you need to 
put the roof up (like you live in Britain 
and it’s raining), it takes just 11 seconds 
at speeds up to 30mph, and is as quiet as 
a church mouse. It uses special materi¬ 
als and a glass rear window to keep 
wind noise to a minimum. 

The SLS Roadster will sell on its 
looks alone. You can bet a number of 
cheques will have been signed on the 
day it was unveiled at this year’s Frank¬ 
furt Motor Show. 

But it’s not just a stunning design; 
it’s got buckets of character and as 
much safety technology as Mercedes 
actually knows about. 

That means it loses some of the sense

As a result of these changes, the 1.6-litre petrol 
model now sits in VED Band E, meaning that 
owners will pay £15 less to tax their cars.
